New Law on 


School Buses 


A law prohibiting the passing 
of school buses when loading or 
unloading children within the 
city was enacted last night by 
Circleville Council. 
T h e 
ordinance 
specifies 
that a motorist driving with­ 
in the city must halt his ve­ 
hicle when meeting or over­ 
taking a school bus that is 
stopped for the purpose of re­ 
ceiving or discharging c h i 1- 
dren. A similar state statute 
exists concerning buses out­ 
side the corporation limits. 
The city measure applies to 
vehicles

from either direction. Drivers 
are required to stop their ve­ 
hicles not less than IO feet from 
buses in the process of load-i 
tog or unloading.

The station said the scientists 
ere “cautiously optimistic’’ ai 
added that inbred lines, single 
crosses 
and 
commercial 
bv- 
brids are included in the list 
wfhich appear to show refinance 
to the 
virus, 
called “Maize 
Dwarf Mosaic.*’ 
The disease inflicted serious 
losses to southern Ohio com 
field> during the 1963 and 1964 
growing season. 
Resea* chere said it is too ear­ 
ly to say whether any corn va­ 
rieties have absolute resistance 
and they do not rely on one 
year’s observations as a basis 
for recommendations. But due 
to the urgency of the problem 
and its seventy, they said they 
are releasing information on the 
studies 
as soon as possible, 
realizing that the same results 
may not be obtameu next year 
The resea-chers pointed out 
that finding resistance is just a 
■tart, that it will take 6 to IO 
generations to breed resistance 
into adapted hybrids if all goes 
well. They said the program can 
be speeded up by growing two 
generations a year, one in the 
field and one to Florida or to 
greenhouses, and that this is al­ 
ready bein; done.

Postal Savings 


End Is Sought 


Service Reported 
Declining Rapidly 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Post­ 
master General John A. Gro- 
nouski said today he will ask 
Congress to take the postmen 
out of the banking business. He 
is convinced it is a losing prop­ 
osition after 54 years. 
Since its peak year in 194?, 
Grooouski said in an interview, 
the number of depositors who 
save through their post offices 
has plunged from 4.2 million to 
just over I million. 
Total deposit* have dwindled 
from nearly $3 4 billion to $416 
million. The average individual 
account has dropped from $8u3 
to $387. The interest rate is 2 
per cent, compared to the 3 or 4 
per cent offered by commercial, 
federally insured banks. 
“If I didn’t think there were 
good reasons to eliminate the 
Postal Savings System,’* Gro- 
nouskl said. “I’d feel obliged t 
ask Congress for a higher inter­ 
est rate. I think 2 per cent is 
intolerably 
small, 
and 
we’re 
doing people a disservice when 
they can go across the street to 
a bank and earn more.** 
But the postmaster genera 
feels he has “two good reasons 
for eliminating the system: The 
decline in the use of the sen ice 
and President Johnson s order 
to trim out the dead wood. And 
this fits the definition of dead 
wood — important in the past, 
but of little use today.** 
The 
Postal Savings System 
was born in 1911, when waves of 
immigrants wvre coming to the 
United State*. They were accus­ 
tomed to saving at their post 
offices in Europe — a practice 
that flourishes today in many 
countries.

network. I 
Financial panics of 1892 and 
1907 had shaken public confi 
den ce in the banking system.

He said that a “tremendous 
power structure” had been cre­ 
ated and those who “dared” 
criticize the governor were “im­ 
mediately attacked.” 
He said educators were “re­ 
quired” to endorse programs 
they did not approve “under the 
implied threat” they would low 
state funds, and the legislators 
were “banged toto line” with a 
threat appropriations for their 
areas would be scuttled. 
DiSalle said the administra­ 
tion’s claim of “no new taxes” 
was “a joke when we realize 
local school districts must con­ 
tinue to ask for ever increasing 
real estate levies to maintain 
even a semblance of a sound 
educational program.” 
In what he said was the first 


o f a series of speeches “analy­ 
zing the governor’s programs,” 
DiSalle challenged Rhodes and 
Finance Director Richard Kra- 
bach to prove the administra­ 
tion's claim it inherited a $83 
million deficit from the DiSalle 
administration two years ago. 
“I defy the governor or his 
finance director to publicize the 
accountant’s report paid for by 
public funds and belonging to 
the public upon which they base 
their claim.” DiSalle said. 
DiSalle described the gover­ 
nor’s austerity program as “a 
joke” and said it was designed 
to disguise a lack af progress in 
state programs. 


Sukarno Gives 


His Viewpoint 


Let Asians Solve 
Own Problem, Plea 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 
Indonesian 
President 
Sukarno 
today urged the United Staites to 
withdraw from South Viet Nam. 
He added, if the South Vietna­ 
mese “want to be Communist, 
let them be so.” 
Sukarno, addressing worship­ 
pers gathered at the presiden­ 
tial palace mosque for prayers 
ending the Moslem fast month 
of Ramadan, said: 
“We Asians were never given 
the opportunity to have freedom 
— to be free. That is why the 
best way is for the United States 
to get out of South Viet Nam 
and let Asians solve their prob­ 
lems the Asian way. The Asian 
way means consultations. 
“The South Viet Nam crisis Is 
the result of American interven­ 
tion. This is what the Sukamo- 
Macapagal doctrine called for: 
Let Asians solve Asian prob­ 
lems.’* 
Sukarno was referring to Phil­ 
ippine President Diosdado Ma* 
capagal, who bas said Asians 
demand self responsibility for 
their own destiny. 
Last October Mac apa*? a1 toll 
the 
National 
Press 
Club 
in 
Washington that free Asian na­ 
tions should help South Viet 
Nam defend itself against Com­ 
munist aggression. 
He also said two months ear­ 
lier, “It is heartening that the 
United States, under President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, ha# shown 
its determination to resist Com­ 
munist aggression to our re­ 
gion.” 
The 
Communist 
Viet 
Cong 
already had launched its guer­ 
rilla war against South Viet 
Nam when the United States 
first sent military aid to the Si- 
gon government. In early 1962 
the number of U.S. troop* in 
South Viet Nam was increased 
from a handful to 4,000. The 
number now is 23,000. 
Sukarno said, referring to the 
United States, “You are those 
who make trouble. We want to 
be let alone. Never interfere in 
our own affairs. Only through 
this way can we achieve peace 
throughout the world.** 
The Indonesian president, who 
last month led his country out of 
the United Nations, said the In­ 
donesian and Communist Chi­ 
nese revolutions have similar 
goals: “to drive away imperial­ 
ism from this world. 
“The integration o f the Indo­ 
nesian and Chinese revolutions 
will bring prosperity to Asia and 
peace in the world,** he de­ 
clared.

ORIGIN OF SYPHILIS 
Q. Where did syphilis originatef 


A. No one knows for sure. The disease probably 
existed for thousands of years in both Europe 
and the New World. For some unknown reason 
a deadly form of syphilis spread with frightful 
speed through Europe shortly after the discovery 
of America. The germ which causes syphilis 
(called a spirochete) was then unknown, the 
general belief being that the disease was divine 
punishment for the lax morals of the time.

Instructions 


For Care of 


Silk Garments 


By ELEANOR ROSS 
As always, it’s a big silk sea­ 
son in fashions, and the many 
varieties of this beautiful fabric 
are well represented, with chif­ 
fons and crepes especially fav­ 
ored by designers. 
The shopper wants to know 
whether the silk things she’s 
buying can be washed or dry­ 
cleaned. 
This, of course, depends on | 
the construction and finish of 
the silk fabric And the style of 
the garments. 
Naturally, you can wash silk 
lingerie, w hereas a lined suit of 
heavy silk such as faille, bro­ 
cade or crepe or a delicate 
print dress requires cleaning, j 
It's not always obvious what 
has to be done; therefore manu­ 
facturers almost alw ays pro-1 
vide tags which offer specific 
cleaning instructions. U n l e s s 
silks are specifically labeled as 
handwashable, the majority of 
silks should be dry-cleaned. 
Select a reputable dry-clean­ 
er always It pays! 
Do not sttempt to spot-clean 
silk garments at home, as this 
can shift the dye and chafe the 
fabric. 
No pure silk should ever be 
put in the washing machine. 
Washable- silk always means 
hand -washable. However, some 
silk blends, containing synthet­ 
ics, are machine-washable Con­ 
sult the tag or label, 
If no special instructions are 
on the tag of a washable-silk 
number, use a mild soap to cre­ 
ate suds in lukew arm water, j 
Squeeze suds through garment 
several times, Do not nib gar­ 
ment. but repeat with fresh soap 
ii necessary. 
Rinse several times rn tepid 
water and hang away from 
strong sun or heat until almost 
dry; or roll in turkish towel anc 
leave for a half hour. 
Set iron at the lowest heat 
point and press while still moist, 
but always on the wrong side 
preferably 
with 
the 
straight 
of the fabric. 
Never use an extremely hot 
iron on silk. It isn’t necessary; I 
silks resiliency gives a smooth 
response to light pressing 
Properly dry cleaned or wash­ 
ed, most standard quality silks 
will not shrink. 
Certain novelty weaves such 
as matelasse* and embossed ef­ 
fects, unless fltsrly identified 
as dry-cleanablq or washable, 
might shrink slightly. 
The tendency to water - spot, 
is a natural characteristic of 
silk But thanks to the great pro­ 
gress made in textile finishes, 
you find more and more silk fa 
brie* labeled as being resist-1 
ant to water - spotting. 
Water spots, though, do disap 
pear when the garment is dry 
I 
cleaned or washed.

The House also received the 
proposal to permit night horse 
race programs at Ohio’s run­ 
ning tracks.

The charge was made by 
Vance Bell, president of the 
Ohio School Boards Association, 
in a letter to State Auditor 
Chester W. Goble, which said 
school board members had ad­ 
vised him that envelopes used 
to the Pepple mailing were ad­ 
dressed with address plates pos­ 
sessed by Goble’s office. 
Bell, a member of the Avon 
Lake School Board, estimated 
the cost of the mailing “includ­ 
ing paper, printing and postage 
would be in the neighborhood 
of $700 to $800.” 
Auditor 
Goble, 
reached 
at 
home Monday night, said, “ I 
can guarantee that no state 
stationary and no postage was 
used.” He said he did not know 
anything more about the matter.! 
The schooo! officials’ letter to 
Goble said the news release 
sent to school board members 
and other school affixers Jan. 
21 was the same one given to 
news media Jan. 18. 
It attacked “professional lob 
byists” for downgrading state 


support to public schools. Pepple 
said lobbyists were using “mis­ 
leading information 
and 
un­ 
truths” about the state’s role 
in educational support. 
The controversy first bubbled 
to the surface early last month 
when Pepple said the state tax 
department’s research and stat­ 
istics section conducted a study 
on the 1963 school year and 
found that 84 of Ohio’s 88 coun­ 
ties receive more than 50 per 
cent of their public school oper­ 
ating costs from the state. 
School spokesmen 
say the 
state’s contribution actually is 
less than 30 per cent and that 
the figure has been dropping 
over the past several years. 
In a separate letter to Sen. 
Pepple, Bell said, “It la incon­ 
ceivable that you personally ar­ 
ranged for the mailing or even 
had any association with it . . . 
It seems unbelievable to me 
that a state senator, elected 
from 
one 
senatorial 
district, 
would go to the immense trou­ 
ble and expense of papering 
every section of the state with 
thousands of copies of a pub- 
licity release . . . after it al­ 
ready appeared to the news­ 
papers.” 
Sen. Pepple said he had no 
comment on the letter.

Go-Slow Flag 
Hoisted on 


Probe of Banks 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
Chairman A. Willis Robertson 
hoisted a go-slow signal today 
on a proposed broad-scale in­ 
vestigation of the national bank­ 
ing system by his Senate Bank­ 
ing Committee. 
The Virginia Democrat said in 
an interview be intends to wait 
on reports from the Federal De­ 
posit Insurance Corporation and 
the comptroller of the currency 
on the failure of the San Fran­ 
cisco National Bank before act­ 
ing further. 
He said he had received re­ 
ports of “irregularities” 
and 
“we want to know the facts.** 
Sen. Frank J. Lausche, D- 
Ohio. proposed in the Senate 
Tuesday a sweeping inquiry into 
banking practices as a result of 
the closing of the San Francisco 
bank. 
Sen. Wallace Bennett, R-Utah, 
followed this with a statement 
predicting 
that 
the 
banking 
committe will call Comptroller 
of the Currency James J. Saxon 
as a witness. 
“We should take a careful 
look at charges being made in 
some 
quarters 
that 
bank 
charters throughout the country 
lately have been handed out as 
Democratic administration fa­ 
vors,” he said. 
But Bennett said any inves­ 
tigation ought to be delayed “to 
give fedral regulatory agencies 
and 
the Justice 
Department 
time to complete their looks at 
the bank failures. 
“This also will give time tor 
the dust to settle and to insure 
that the committee’s efforts will 
not shake public confidence in 
banks.” 
Lausche told his colleagues he 
had hesitated to raise the issue 
publicly but he feared that “the 
bankers of today, in this period 
of abundance, have forgotten all 
they ought to have lamed out 
of the debacle of 1932.” 
He said he had been told in a 
conference 
with 
Joseph 
W. 
Barr, chairman of the FDIC 
board, that the 14.000 national 
and state banks covered by gov­ 
ernment insurance on deposits 
were carrying only 32 per cent 
of their assets in cash and gov­ 
ernment bonds. 
He said this was only 7 per 
cent more than they held in 
such liquid securities in 1932 
and 
contrasted with 52.8 per 
cent in 1954. 
“In IO years,” Lausche Mid, 
“the banks have gone from 
liquidity to what, if it isn’t illi­ 
quidity is pretty close to that 
state.** 
He said that in 1932—before 
the 1933 moratorium—the 
na­ 
tion's banks had only 25 per 
cent of their assets in cash and 
government hoods, only 7 per 
cent less than hi 1964. 
Lausche said he asked Barr 
last week why the FDIC wasn’t 
aware of the weakness of the 
San Francisco National Bank 
Lausche quoted Barr as say­ 
ing that he had asked comp­ 
troller of the currency James 
J. Saxon to see bank examina­ 
tion reports but Saxon had re­ 
plied he could not turn these 
over without the payment of 
$100 each for the transcript of 
the reports. 
“The result is,” La use h said, 
“that the FIDC, with 14,000 
banks covered by insurance, has 
no knowledge of what la going 
on in those hanks.”
